But if we mutt diftinguith ourfelves from the reft of 
mankind, let it be by our intrinfic virtue, our tempc- 
rance and fobriety, anda confcientious regard to every 
relative duty ; but as we ought ‘* to think with the 
wife, and talk withthe vulgar,” let us alfo act different- 
ly froma great part of the world in matters of impor- 
tance, but conform to them in trifles. This is what 
Seneca fo forcibly inculcates in his fifth epiftle to his 
friend Lucilius.- 

‘¢ T both approve of your conduct, and fincerely re- 
joice that you refolutely exert yourfelf; and, laying 
afide every other purfuit, make it your whole ftudy to 
improve yourfelf in wifdom and virtue. And I not 
only exhort, but earneftly intreat you to perievere in 
this courfe. 

Give me leave however, to caution you not to imitate 
thofe pretended philofophers, who are more foliciious 
to attract the notice of the world, than to make a pro- 
grefs in wifdom 3 nor to affect any thing fingular in your 
drefs, or in your manner of lite. Avoid that prepof- 
terous ambition of gaining applaufe, by your uncouth

Ewcouracep in this manner, what dangers had

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REMARKS ON MUSIC, 
(Continued from page 103-) 


Mosic is capable of a variety fo infinite, fo greatly 
does the moft fimple differ from the moft complex, and fo 
multiplied are the degrees [between thofe two extremes, 
that in no age could the incidents refpe&ting that fafci- 
mating art have been few or uninterefting: But, that 
accounts of thefe incidents fhould be handed down to us, 
{canty and imperfea, is no matter of furprize, when 
we secolle& that the hiftory of mufic is the hiftory 
enly of founds, ef which writing is a very inadequate 
medium ; and that men would long employ themfelves 
in the pleafing exercife of cultivating mufic before they 
poffeffed either the ability or the inclination to record 
their exertions, 


No accurate traces, therefore, of the aftual ftate of 
mufic, in the earlier ages of the world, can be difternca, 
Our ideas on the fubjeé& have no foundation firmer than 
eonjeéture and analogy. ; 


It is probable, that among all the barbarous nations 
fome degree of iimilarity is difcernable in the ftile of 
their mufic. Neither will much difference appear during 
the firft dawnings of civilization. But in the more 
advanced periods of fociety, where the powers of the 
human mind are permitted without obftacle to exert 
their native ativity and tendency to invemtion, and 
are at the fame time affef&ted by the infinite variety of 
circumftances and fituations which before had no ex- 
Pence, and, which in one cafe accelerate and in another 
retard; then that fimilarity, once fo diftinguifhable, 
gives place to the endlefs diverfity of which the fubject 
is capable, 


The praftice of mufic being univeérfal in all ages 
and all nations, it would be abfurd to attribute the 
_ invention of the art to any one man, It muft have 
fuffered a regular progreflion, through infancy, child- 
hood, and youth, before it could arrive at maturity, 
the firft attempts muft have been rude and artlefs ; pro- 
bly the firft flute was arecd of the lake, Mufic is fup- 
pofed to have taken its rife in the earlief&t periods of 
fociety. ‘ Juba,’’ we find foon after the creation of 
ef the world; ‘* was the father of all fuch as handle the 
‘“‘harp and the organ;” and it is more than probable 
that Mofes, the moft ancient of all writers, was well 
acquainted with this art, The Egyptians, were the. 
promoters of {cience in the Hebrew nation, and Mofes 
was inftru&ted in all the learning of the. Egyptians, 
The fublime and animated fong of Mofes on ihe over- 
throw of Pharoah in the red fea, was, we believe, 
adapted to the {weet itrains of mufic; for we are told 
it was fung by Motes and the children of Ifral: 
After the conclufion of the fong. ‘* Miriam the pro- 





‘‘phetels, the fifter of Aaron, took a timbrel in her 
‘hand, and all the women went out after her with 
 timbroels and with dances ; and Miriam anfwered them,

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FRIENDSHIP,

I RIENDSHIP, among people who have not been core 
rupted by thole artificial vices which fatally wait upon 
civilized life, exifts in the greateft poilible purity and 
conftancy, The Abbé Fortis gives fome curious par- 
ticulars relative.to the friendfhips of the Morlacchi, a 
people whe inhabit the mountainous part of inland 
Dalmatia. Friendfhip is lafting among the Morlacchi, 
They have even made it a kind of religious point, and 
tie the facred bond at the footof the altar, The Sclayo. 
nian ritual containsa particular benediétion, forthe folemn 
union of two male or two female friends, in the prefence 
of the congregation, Thé Abbé fays, that he was pre. 
fent at the union of two young women; who were 
made Pofefire in the church of Peruflich, The fatis. 
fa€tion that {parkled in their eyes when the ceremony 
was performed, gave a convincing proof, that delicacy 
of fentiments can lodge in minds not formed, or rather 
not corrupted by fociety, which we call civilized. The 
male friends thus united are called Pobratrmi, and the 
females Pofefreme, which mean half-brothers and half- 
fiflers. Friendthip between thofe of different fexes are 
not bound with io much folemnity, though perhaps in 
more ancient and innocent ages it was alfo the cuftom, 
From thele confecrated friendfhips among the Morlacchi, 
and other nations of the fame origin, it fhould feem that 
the fworn brothérs arofe, a denomination frequent enough 
among the common peopie in many parts of Europe, 
If difcord happens to arife between two friends among 
the Morlacchi, it is talked of all over the country as 
a fcandalous novelty; and there have been fome exam- 
ples of it of late years, to the great affli€tion of the old 
Morlacchi, who attribuve the depravity of their coun, 
trymen to their intercourfe with the Italians, Wine and 
ftrong liquors of which the nation is beginning to make 
daily abufe, after ourexample, will, of courfe, produce 
the fame bad effefts as among us. 

Nor is the Abbé miftaken, When thefe fimple people 
become more men of the world, the romantic pait of their 
friendihips will degenerate into that motly unintelligible 
thing which many people call friendfhip, Whoever, 
therefore, wifhes to enjoy real friendfhip, muft in the 
firft place expe& no more from man than the frailty of 
his nature will admit; and in the fecond place, he muft 
not expe& friendfhip froin thofe, who from their igno- 
rance are not enabled, or from their wickednefs are not 
difpofed, to perform as of mutual benevolence in trying

** of it, to the kingdom of {pirits.” 

‘© Reafon!”? 

** Certainly ! there is no other choice Feft ; and there- 
** fore let us learn to value and to ufe this light that illu. 
* minates the darknefs in which every obje& dilappears 
‘* from the eyes of mere fenfitive men, or at moft appears 
* very obfcure tothem. ‘That man whofe reafon is over- 
** darkened, or difcompofed by fenfuality, either will de- 
** ny the exiftence of {pirits and our relation to them, or 
‘attribute to them the contradi€tory fhape which his 
** difordered imagination has hatched out, like the blind- 
“born, who denies the exiftence of colours as ridiculous 
“and abfurd, or if he believes the unanimous teflimony 
** of thofe that fee, imagines colours to bear fome refem- 
‘ blance to founds. Unbelicf and fuperftition afford us 
*“ numberlefs inftances of people of that defcription, 
“ Only the more impartial have always maintained that 
** one ought not to judge precipitately of thefe obje&ts, and 
* only the wifeft of mankind have been able to forma 


—* juft judgment of them.’’ 


**O Hiermanfor! introduce me to the circle of the 
“latter, I have already in the differont periods of my 
“life adhered to all the other parties. In the days of 
** my earlier youth I believed in apparitions, like the moft 
** ignorant of the loweft clafs, Ima more advanced pe-
